The missing items identified in the notice are (a) a 
new terminal disclaimer and (b) a showing as to (1) first awareness of the 
abandonment, (2) how any delay occurred between the mailing of the notice of 
abandonment and discovery that the application was abandoned, and (3) the cause of 
any delay between discovery that the application was abandoned and filing the petition 
to revive. 

Attached, hereto, is the new terminal disclaimer, as required in the notice. 

As to item (1) of the showing, the undersigned believes that he first became 
aware of the abandonment shortly after the notice of abandonment was received at the 
offices of the undersigned. As to item (2) of the showing, no delay occurred between 
the time of the mailing of the notice and the discovery that the application was 
abandoned. As to item (3), at the time the notice was received, a petition to revive was 
docketed, but incorrectly, by the firm's docket clerk; the petition was docketed for a 
"status inquiry" on December 23, 1997, but nothing sooner. Therefore, the next 
awareness the undersigned had was on or about December 23, 1997, when the "status 
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inquiry" appeared on the docket for that day. At this time, the undersigned 
immediately prepared and filed the petition (maintaining physical possession of the file 
until filing of the petition was confirmed).
